Thus, the mailing of a form PTOL-37 
m addipon to a formal Notice of Allowance (PTOL-85) in all allowed applications would seem to obviate 
the need for status inquiries even as a precautionary measure where the applicant may believe his 
or her hew application may have been passed to issue on the first examination.
